The amendment filed 05/12/05 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it

introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The specific shapes that 
are shown in proposed new figure 7. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Drawings 

It is repeated that the drawings are objected to because Figs 1 A, 1 B are not 
different figures , but different elements. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 5-7, 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The claims are replete with antecedent basis 
problems too numerous to mention specifically. Examples of such are: 1) "the main 
support surface" , "the back edge", "the sole support" (claim 1); 2) "the front surface" 
(claim 2). The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 

* 

operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operational device. The claims must be in one 



sentence form only. 



Note the format of the claims in the patents cited.
